* °Concello telle a myeterious etory of the disappearance of hie brother, 
whom he eaw for the last time three weeks ago. 


He also givee Information which the police believe will lead 
to 
the 


epeedy apprehension of the murderers. 


The flrst information that led to the 


Identity of the murdered man 
was 


given to Captain of Detectives Bur- 
nett by a member 
of the 
curious 


throng that has crowded about the 
morgue. 
The stranger said he believed 
the 


brother of the deceased was employed 
aa an oiler at Sixteenth and Harrison 
streets. 
With this information as a clew, De- 


tectives Harrison and Graham soon 
located Coneello and took him with 
a friend named Glacomo Llcursl to the 
morgue. 
The moment the men rested their 


eyea on the face of the deceased they 
at once Identified him. 
When shown 


the blanket In which the trunk of the 
remains had been wrapped they de- 
clared It to belong to the murdered 
man. 
The blue serge coat found In 


the sack with the head and limbs of 
the murdered man was also recognized 
as belonging to Vilardo. 


The detectives found that Vilardo, 


who wns a native of Palermo. Sicily, 
and 28 years of age, had been living 
In a room at 710 Montgomery avenue. 
His apartments were found to be de- 
serted and the few things found there 


did not furnish the slightest clew. 


An effort is now being made to find 


the last lodging place of the murdered 
man, for It Is theie, the detectives 
believe, the crime wns committed. 


In telling the story of the 
events 


preceding his brother's death, Coneello 
said: 
"It has "been three weeks since I 


last saw my brother. I missed him 
from his customary lodging place and 
learned that he had moved and was 
working as a day laborer In Oakland. 


"Just after the murder of Gulseppl 


Brogando on January 21st a cousin of 
the dead man, named Ferltta Bene- 
dlcto and my brother called on mo 
and made a request that I furnish some 
money to assist In defraying the fun- 
eral expenses of the murdered man. 
I refused to do so and they went 
away. 
"I also received a letter from Ben*»- 


dlcto making a request for money, 
but I never compiled with It. 


"I have not the slightest Idea why 


anybody should have borne enough 
enmity against my brother to have 
murdered him." 


Concella and Llcursi were still be- 


ing questioned by the police at a late 
hour to-night.

SAVEDJIS LIFE 


Lineman Falls from Top of Polo 


Headlong on Back of Animal 


and Is Not Hurt 


Bert Peck, a lineman employed by 


the Reno Power. Water and Light 
Company, took hold of a live wire yes- 
terday morning about 1 o'clock, while 
working at the top of a pole In front 
of the Nevada Bank, and fell head 
first to the ground. 


It was nothing less than a miracle 


that he was not Instantly killed. 
As 


it was the man did not receive the 
least injury. 


An old horse saved his life. 
The 2200 volts of electric current sent 


him headlong from his position twen- 
ty-seven feet In midair. Standing at 
the curbstone, unhitched and innocent 
of Its present value, was the old white 
mare attached to Peck's material and 
supply wagon. 


Down the man came, head 
first, 


striking on the back of the horse, 
shoulder first, turning his body to one 
side—from there he rolled over to the 
ground in a heap. 


People in the immediate vicinity on 


Virginia street held their" breath as 
they saw the body of a man shooting 
headlong down through the air, and 
then rushed to the spot to pick up a 
lifeless corpse. 
"There's no dead man here," were 


the words they heard from Peck, as 
he blinked his eyes, looked around to 
see what had happened, and some 
what dazed, got up and patted the good 
old horse. 


In a few moments he was at work 


again at the top of the pole. 


Not once in a thousand times could 


a man have such a fall and be un- 
injured. 


The horse will have an extra feed 


of oats for a week.
